Theatrical and sHhusical, 
THE PURITY OF THE PRESS! 


It would be trite to enlarge at this time of day on the immense in- 
fluence of the press, or the great thange which it has wrought in 
the destinies of mankind—for these are admitted alike by all who 
deplore the evil, or who rejoice at the benefit which they are likely 
to produce. ‘There is no devying that the press is an immense engine 
both for the one and the other; and that by endeavouring to direct 
instead of to control the progress, its better tendencies may be much 
encouraged, and its more injurious ones counteracted. But, unfortu- 
nately, there are many—and those among the most respectable por- 
tion of mankind—who seo only the more unfavourable side of the 
picture, and, disgusted with the venality aud licentiousness of the 
public press, regard it only as a means of eyil and a weapon of 
offence, and vainly desire to wrest it from the hands of their oppo- 
nents, instead of arming themselves with its powers, aud employing 
it (as itis well fitted to be employed) as an instrument of good, an 
a trusty weapon of defence. Conscious of their own upright in- 
tentions, and placed in situations where they bave the ability, if 
left to themselves, to carry those intentions into effect for the benefit 
of their fellow creatures, many wise and virtuous rulers have felt 
the existence of the press, not as a spur and an assistant, butas a 
clog and a difficulty, in their career of good, because it has enabled 
designing men to thwart and counteract their efforts, by the spread of 
false intelligence, and the inculcation of unsound yiews. Butif the 
press, or a portion of it, sometimes disseminates falsehood, the great 
bulk of it inculcates truth; and we claim this alike for our daily and 
weekly contemporaries, allowing always for exceptions that will be 
found. “I deny not,” says Milton, “but it is of the greatest concern - 
ment in Church and Commonwealih to have a vigilant eyé ho ol 
demean themselves as well as men, and thereafter to confine, imprison, 
avd do sharpest justice on them as malefactors ; for books are not abso- 
lutely dead things, but doe contain a potencie of lifein them to be as 
active as that soule whose progeny they are.” Thisis perfectly just— 
the reasoning is beyond all dispute—but a strict cousorship of the 
press is no longer exercised in Great Britsin—no preliminary obstaclo 
is placed in the way of publicatiou—puuishment, or, the enforcement 
of damages being relied on for the repression of defamatory com- 
positions. 

‘Liberty, of criticism,” said the great Lord Ellenborough, ‘ must 
be allowed, or we should neither have purity of taste nor of morals. 
Fair discussion is essentially necessary to the truth of history and 
the adornment of science.” 

Had the proprietor of the Orchestra stopped here—had he stated that 
Mr. Desmond Ryan held the cffive of a public critic, that he wrote in 
the public press, and criticised the perfurmances of musical artistes, 
and wag in the habit of inviting those very artistes to sing gratui- 
tously for hisown benefit—then, andin so doing, he would not have 
brought himself under the xod of the law. Nay, the proprietor, or 
editor of the Orchestra, may have gone further—He might have said 
that the system pursued by Mr. Ryan tended te prevent him from 
forming a fair and impartial judgment, and that, granting that he 
did not intend to do what was periet and corrupt, the system was 
bad, since it not only encouraged a partial disposition in his mind, 
but engenders a suspicion in that of others that his praise and 
blame were not fairly given : ? 

This is what might be legally said, and it is cortainly what no 
sensitive man would like to hear of himself. 

In these observations our readers will gather that we are alluding 
to the trial which we noticed in our last issue, Phe Orchestra, a musical 
paper, made a charge against Mr. Desmond Ryan, the musical critic 
of the Herald and Standard, and sub-editer of the Musical World, that 
he levied black mail ou vocalists by getting them to sing at big con- 
certs in exchange for favourable critical notices, This was tho al- 
leged libel; but for the clear understanding of the case we give it in

On Saturday evening last “The Stranger” was revived, with Mr. Phelps and 
Mrs, Hermann Vezin in the principal parts, The public is so familiar with the 
performance of Mr. Phelps as the Stranger, that criticism is scarcely called for 
on this occasion, The character has never been ono of his most impreagive im- 
persdnations, while, on the other band, he has never failed to make it strongly 
interesting from a domestic point of view. He represents with great emotional 
power a manunder the given circumstances of the Stranger’s case, but he is 

ardly the misanthrope of Benjamin Thompson's adaptation of Kotzebue’s drama. 
Since Mr. Macready last performed the part, indeed, it has not been strikingly 
well played. Macready ‘looked the part” to perfection. We remember a 
remark made bythe late Leigh Hunt—famous as a theatrical critic forty years 
ago—on the acting of this character by John Kemble, Charles Kemble, and 
Macready. John Kemble, he said, was the bost man for Mrs. Haller to run away 
from, Charles Kemble to run away with, and Macready to come back to. Ma- 
cready brought to bear the semblance of much greater ‘‘ sentiment ” than either

lettor into believing in her husband’s unfaithfulness, is not worth a moment’s 
consideration.

Theore- 
tically a man should play for one county, and one only ; but practi- 
cally this is impossible. The narrowest possible limitation is to admit 
the attentive claim of birth or residence; bat this again is only 
practicable for professionals. The claims of amateurs must rest on a

much wider basis.; Birth is a casual and most insufficient qualification 
for them; for it is the merest chance if a gentleman is born in the 
county with which his family is connected. If that event came off in 
May, June or July, it was probably in London; if in August, at the 
seaside; if in the autumn, at the country shooting quarters ; ‘and if 
in the winter, on the continent, perhaps, or at Torquay, or at some 
place which the son and heir will not again re-visit for fifty yoars, 
may be, Then, as to residence—nine-tenths of gentlemen-players are 
young men with no status of their own at all; and with only a de- 
rived right from the position of their parents.
